THE DEAD ROBBERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Ona, Neb., Sept. 23.—Joel Collins, the 
leader of the gang of Union Pacific express 
robbers, who was killed at Buffalo Station, 
Kau., was a Texan. For two or three years 
past he had made his headquarters at Ogalalla. 
Neb., and had a ranche near Big Spring, claim- 
ing to be acattle man. This explains his in- 
timate knowledge of the station-agent’s habits, 
the operation of trains, and the surroundings 
of the office. About a year and a half ago he 
drove à herd of cattle from Texas to Nebraska, 
and, disposing of them, pocketed all or most 
of the proceeds, beating the rightful owner out 
of the money.

SENATOR CONKLING'S SPEECH. 


Senator Conkling made along speech in the 
Convention on the Forster resolution, of which 
the substance is given below. He began by 
saying: 

It was a woman, 4 thoughtful woman, who sald 
she always noticed that if she did not die in Feb- 
ruary she lived all through the year. I have no- 
ticed that when the ican makes no 
mistake in convention it is apt to f° safely throagh 
acantass. When a convention id wise, we always 
proceed with credit,—usually with success. Let 
us make no mistake to-day. Let us stand for the 
integrity of Republican principles, and for the 
unity of Republicans. This’ is not an 44. 
ministration Convention, nor an anti-Admin- 
istration Convention. We are not represent- 
atives of an Administration nor of an anti-Admina- 
istration party. Weare Republicans. We repre 
eent a great party. That party has a battle to fight 
in every county, district, and town, and onr duty 
is to Republicans and their canuidates in every lo- 
cality and schoo) district in the State. Adminis- 
trations do not make parties. Parties make Admin- 
istrations, go before Administrations, and live 
after them. The peovle make parties. The beo- 

le made the Republican party, and the people 
have upheld it in a career of usefulness and bshieve- 
ment such as no other party in history can boast. 
One ofthe resolutions asserts that it has an uncom- 

leted mission. If it be true to itself, and equal 
o that mission, it will standin grandeur and in 
power when the pique and pretensions and rival- 
ries of to-day are remembered with pity or forgot- 


ten atterly. 

Mr. Conkling denied that the National Ad- 
ministration wished to interfere in the proceed- 
ings of the Convention, or dictate to ft, and 
claimed that the Convention had aright to ae- 
eide for itself whether it would or would not 
keep silent on particular topics. He continued: 


To speak plainly, there are special reasons just 
now inviting the Convention to adhere calmly and 
firmly to its own sense of propriety and wisdom. 
All the Republicans in tnis State have been sum- 
moned, with somewhat of a menacing and trucu- 
lent dictation, to declare this and declare that, 
and broad hints have been given of retribution if 
they dare even to remain silent. The Marshal 
President of France has just attempted to degrade 
and punish a Frenchman for — his senti- 
ments. Perhaps he has succeeded, ut Ameri- 
cans are now, it seems, to be chastised fdr hold- 
ing their peace. Not yet. Exotic despotism re- 
vised and improved will not grow in American 
soil, and Américan air. Itwill perish. It would 
be trodden out if it did not die ont. Whoare these 
men who, in newspapers and elsewhere, are crack 
ing the whip over Republicans nowand playing 
schoolmaster to the Repaolcan party. and — 
sclence and convictions. Some of them are the 
man- milliners. the dilettante and carpet-knighbts of 

litica, men whose efforts have been expended in 

Hy and ridiealing, and accusing honest 
men who, in storm and sunshine, in war and peace, 
bave clung to the Republican flag and defended it 
against those who tried totrailand trample it in 
the dust. Some of them are men who, when they 
could work themselves into conventions, have at- 
tempted to bzlittle and befoul Republican admin- 
istrations and to parade thelr own thin veneering 
of oath Some of them are men who, 
by — ng that it is corrupt and dad for 
men in office to take part in povlitics, are 
striving how to — that the Republican 
paity has been unclean and vicious all its life, 
and that the last campaign was venal, and wrong, 
and fraudulent, notin some of the States, but in 
all the States, North and South, for it is no secret 
that in all the States, officeholders in committees, 
in organizations, and everywhere, did all that men 
could fairftvdo to uphold the candidates of our 
party, and they were encouraged and arged to do 
60. 


Some of these worthies masquerade as reformers. 
Their vocation and ministry is to lament the eins 
of other people. Their stock in trade is raneid, 
flat self-rigliteousness. They are wolvesin sheep's 
clothing. Their real object Office and plunder. 
When Dr. Johnson defined patriottem as the lac 
resoarce of a scoundrel, he Was unconeclous of the 
then undeveloved capabilities and uses of the word 
reform.“ Some of them sat but yesterday in 
Democratic Conventions. Some have sought nomi- 
nations at the hands of Deywocrats in recent years; 
and some with the zeal of neophytes and the 
bitterfiess of apostates, have done more than 
self-respecting Democrets would do to vilify and 
slander their Government aud their countrymen. 
Grant and all who stood by that upricht, fearless 
wnagistrate have been the objects of the bitter, 
truthless aspersions of these men, And now, op- 

sed or laggard in the battles of the past, they 
cap forward to the feast. They forget that parties 
are not built up by deportment, or by lady's maga- 
zines, or by gush. 

It used to be said of certain Democrats in Massa 
chusetis that they wanted, by their obnoxious 
officiousness, to 8 the party in that State as 
small as they could, in order to make the stock- 
holders 4s few, and the dividends as large, as pos- 
sible. LIhe@pe these new piedged dictators are not 
aiming at the same thing in New York. The - 
hoppers in the corner of a fence, even without a 
newspaper to be heard in, sometimes make more 
noise than the flocks and herds that graze upon a 
thousand hills. A Chinese war of noises has been 
set up in the State, and beyond the State, to drive 
this Convention and its members to contend and 
divide over certain dogmas. but it is for the Con- 
vention te say what its judgment indicates as suit- 
able and wise. 

An importantelection is at hand, important in 
counties, in Assembly districts, and in towns, and 
we are told that we must not keep within our 
sphere of duty, bat must find bones of contention 
to carry schism and discord down into every locali- 
ty to distract and weaken our party everywhere. 
The wisdom of these somewhat peremptory direc- 
tions is the question before us. The propriety of 
denoancing and carping at Administrative acts on 
very small occasion has not h witnont advo- 
cates. This doctrine, as somefimes maintained, I 
believe to be unjust to public officials. it seems to 
me publie officers are entitled to presumptions in 
their favor, andought never to be condemned until 
they and their acts have been fairly tried, 
and then only on clear evidence. For extreme 
license in criticiem of Administrations and every- 
body connected with them broad arguments can no 
doubt be found. Many might be found 1m the files 
of the journal made famous by the pencil of Nast, 
but a Convention may not deem itself a chartered 
libertine of oracular and tie conceits. It 
may not Believe that theories, and antagonisms, and 
resentments constitute the duty of the hour. It 
may believe that men who are agreed in all essen- 
tials of their faith, and of their work when they 
are acting for a great organization, should be will- 
ing to form these essentials for the good of the 
cause. 

The speaker then went on to speak of the 
differences of judgment existing in the Con- 
vention, He asked whether one part of the 
Convention would try to coerce the other. or 
whether both would unite. He asked why the 
Republicans of New York should be tnought 
disposed to find fault with Mr. Hayes; and 
said that they ought to be exempt from that 
suspicion, they had given him more 


votes than in any other State, and supported 


the measure through which Mr. Hayes was in- 
augurated. Mr. Conkli he was con- 
Nnced that that measure saved the country 
from anarchy, confusion, and civil war. Of the 
President's order to office-bolders, he said: 
Surely, no Republican inthis State has made 
war on the present Administration to my knowl- 
edge.

THE OHIO CLERKS.

Wasnneton, D. C., Sept. 28.—Arrangements 
have been completed for sending the Ohio 
clerks home to vote.

How They Feed Sea-Lions in Cincinnati. 
Cincinnati Commercial. 

One of the most interesting daily features of 
the Zoological Garden is the feeding of the sea- 
ons. Which occurs every two hours. The im- 
mense tank in which they live and sport about 
has in its centre a rather ornamental pile of 
rocks. The keeper of the animais, with a buck- 
et of small fish in his hand, reaches the top of 
the rocks by means of a permanent ladder and 
footway. There are three of the animals, each 
having its name,—Prince, Ned, etc. They are 
so well trained that there fs much interest in 
watching their actions. The largest of them 
goes through his performance like a veteran on 
dress parade. No sooner does the keeper show 
him a fish than he springs out of the Waterupon 
one of the lower rocks, and swiftly. by means of 
the rocks arranged as steps, climbs to the yery 
top of the pile, reaching the feet of the m 
from whose hand he takes the fish, eulping 
down without any chewing or eualiowing effort 
perceptible.

We print this morning, as of national in- 
terest and significance, the remarkable 
speeches which signalized the proceedings of 
the first day of the New York Republican 
Convention—the speech of ex-Congressman 
Piatt, the disappointed aspirant for a place 
in the Cabinet, full of malice and bitterness 
against the President who refused to appoint 
him and the man who got the place he 
wanted; the speech of Mr. Fons- 
Ten, whose manly and moderate pro- 
test against the indorsement by the 
Convention of the sorehead guilty of this 
diatribe ought not to have been unavailing ; 
the eloquent speech of Gzoncz WILLIAx 
Curtis in support of his resolution com- 
mitting the Republicans of New York to the 
support of an Administration which has put 
in practice nothing more than sound Repub- 
lican doctrine; and the bitter, rancorous, 
abusive speech of Senator Conxiine, who 
was only more hostile beeause more gifted 
than the henchman who had preceded him. 


It is difficult to understand why Sypwey 
Myers, pleading the privilege of a pauper, 
should have three leading attorneys assigned 
as his counsel, when any one of them is com- 
petent to secure him a fair trial. There is 
no demand for Messrs. Reep, Swrrr, and 
Barnum, unless it be the purpose to search 
out and take advantage of every technical ir- 
regularity that may be found in the indict- 
ment, or the law, or the prosecution; and 
certainly the State cannot be expected to 
provide lawyers to that end. Mr. Mrrns“ 
case is a simple one. If he can explain the 
mysterious disappearance of his defunct 
bank’s assets,—if he can show the Re- 
ceiver that the enormous deficiency 
has been lost in bad investments 
made in good faith, we have no 
doubt that the States Attorney will enter 
a nolle at once. This is an easy matter if 
Mr. Mrs has been as steadfastly honest as 
he claims ; but it isthe failure to do this that 
has led to his indictment. If he cannot do 
this, but is guilty of having misappropriated 
the funds of depositors to his own uses, 
neither theinterests of the State nor of public 
justice demand that he shall be assigned three 
eminent attorneys to search for any possible 
loop-hole through which he may escape pun- 
ishment for his crime. Mr. Mrzrsor his 
friends may employ a score of such attor- 
neys for that purpose, if they like, but the 
State will have done its duty when it assigns 
one who is competent to see that Mrzrs has 
fair play when his case comes to trial. 

SAVINGS-BANES LAWS. 

The Hartford Courant is determined to ac- 
count for the savings-banks failures in the 
West by the absence of proper laws, and to 
insist that full and complete protection of 
depositors may be secured through such a 
statute as Connecticut possesses. It is so 
confident of this that it expresses the belief 
that ‘‘ when the present Chicago banks pass 
away their places will be filled, do doubt, by 
healthy ones built up on the plan of ours.” 
The features of the Connecticut law are 
briefly outlined in the following paragraph : 
They have no stock. All the money that is 
made is divided among the depositors, not among 
stockholders. The character of their loans and in- 
vestments is prescribed. The amount that can be 
deposited by any one persenin à year is limited. 
Officers are forbidden to be borrowers. Sworn 
statements are demanded by law. And special offi- 
cers are liberally paid to make personal inspection 
of the banks and report upon them. Gross folly, or 
criminal neglect, or violation of law and duty, 
would be necessary to bring any oneof our banks 
to the failing point. These Western collapses are 
really the vindication of our system; andit does 
not vitiate this statement to point to broken banks 
in New York, where there is inspection. Not one 
has been brought to light there yet, that we can 
recollect, where the Trustees were not heavy ber- 
rowers, if not defaulters. Thatsort of thing—a 


borrowing Trastee—is forbidden by our law; and 
where the law is obeyed the bank is safe. 


The weakness of the Cowrant’s position is 
admitted in the closing sentence: Where 
the law is obeyed the bank is safe.” That is 
precisely the trouble. Protection of de- 
positors under any law regulating savings 
banks must be based on confidence in the 
honesty of human nature; but experience 
has proved that this cannot be trusted. Such 
law as there was in this State, which con- 
sisted mainly of the conditions incorporated 
in the special charters under which the banks 
did business, was disobeyed. For instance, 
it was required in every case that there 
should be a certain amount of paid-up cap- 
ital for the protection of depositors, yet 
there was not. The National Bank act is 
regarded as a very thorough instrument, and 
contains all possible restraints upon those 
doing business under it, yet it does not pro- 
tect depositors, because its requirements are 
sometimes evaded by bank officers, and be- 
cause the examiners are not always strict and 
accurate. New York has a special and well- 
paid officer whose business it is to 
inspect the savings banks, and hold them 
down to the legal requirements, but it is not 
long since the collapse of one of these inst- 
tutions revealed the fact that the State In- 
spector was cognizant of its condition and 
allowed it to go on till the crash came; that 
official was removed but not punished. En- 
gland had well-digested and thorough laws, 
but they did not save the people from the loss 
of millions through the dishonesty of the bank 
officers, and it was the demonstrated ineffi- 
ciency of any system of law to protect sav- 
ings depositors from loss which led to the 


is in Connecticut for the control of savings 
banks, but it cannot be an absolute pro- 
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cause it is so easy of computation. Under 
such a system the savings depositors will 
have a protection always equal to the Gov- 
ernment credit, and this is the highest that 
can be given. The Government will be the 
gainer by converting a large part of its in- 
debtedness into bonds on which it will pay 
a lower rate of interest than it is now pay- 
ing. The whole country will be benefited to 
the extent that the present foreign indebted- 
ness may be converted into a home indebt- 

interest on American bonds go- 
ing to American citizens instead of the citi- 
zens and capitalists of other countries. This 
is the broad solution of the savings-bank 
problem, which at best finds only a par- 
tial and uncertain solution in State laws 
for the inspection of private banks. It 
will not be an experiment, because the feasi- 
bility and advantages of the system have 
been satisfactorily demonstrated by the 
postal savings-banks of England and Canada 
and the popular loans of France. There will 
be no Government interference with private 
savings banks, which may still attract busi- 
ness by offering a higher rate of interest 
than the Government offers. ¢ The Govern- 


‘ment will not compete with private institu- 


tions, but leave all men free to deposit where 
they like, under the general notice that, in 
the one case, there will be low interest and no 
risk, and, in the other cases, a higher rate of 
interest, but at individual hazard. The 
choice will be for every person to determine 
for himself. 


MR. CONKLING’S PARTY. 

The Cox xm Convention in the State of 
New York has presented to the Republicans 
of that State a new issue. It has declared 
war upon the Republican President and Ad- 
ministration, and asks the Republicans of 
New York to indorse and approve that hos- 
tility. The election this fall in New York is 
for local officers; the only thing having a 
national character in this election is the 
choice of a Legislature, one branch of 
which, two years hence, will take part in the 
election of a Senator of the United States. 
Mr. Conxiiuxe has, therefore, submitted to 
the Republicans of New York a new test,— 
the bloody shirt and the spoils system,—and 
insists that the party shall indorse this war 
upon the President, and vote for State Sen- 
ators who two years hence will elect Mr. 
Conxiina, as the champion and chief of the 
spoils system, to represent the Republican 
party in the Senate and before the country. 
We do not believe the Republicans of New 
York will submit to the dictation or indorse 
the war against the President to maintain 
the rotten and disgusting spoils system. 
We do not believe that the Republicans of 
New York prefer Conxxine to the Republic- 
an party, or will accept his doctrine of a di- 
vision of spoils in place of a reform of the 
Civil Service of the country. The Republic- 
an party at the Cincinnati Convention 
strongly and emphatically denounced the 
CoNKLING machine-system of appointments 
and removals, and demanded that it should 
be broken up. That is the platform of the 
Republican party. That does not suit Mr. 
Conxuine. He is like the man who cordially 
approved and indorsed the Maine Liquor 
law, but was determinedly opposed to its ex- 
ecution. The President has undertaken to 
enforce the Republican platform adopted at 
Cincinnati, and Mr. Conxurne declares that 
that platform shall not be enforced in the 
State of New York, where he and his friends 
are in control of the party organization. 
The nominees of this New York Convention 
may be Republicans, and the persons nom- 
inated forthe Legislature may be Repub- 
licans, but they are put in nomination in 
open and direct hostility to the Republican 
platform, and can no more claim support 
of Republicans on party grounds than can 
Boss TWEED or any other veteran opponent 
of Civil-Service reform, or any other claim- 
ant for the right of officeholders to control 
all party conventions and nominations, and 
thus govern the whole country. Mr. Coxx- 
Line was able, by the agency of his trained 
bands, to capture and control the Conven- 
tion, but he overdid the work. Instead of 
presenting the Republican platform and 
asking the party support, he has repudiated 
that platform, declared for the supremacy 
of the spoils system, and proposes that the 
Administration shall be defeated in or- 
der that the spoils system be main- 
tained. We should assume that, if the 
mass of the New York Republicans have the 
same notions as Republicans generally, a 
very large portion of them will, at the elec- 
tion in November, let Mr. Conxuino’s plat- 
form and candidates severely alone. The 
responsibility for this defeat will rest upon 
Mr. Conxuine and his followers. It will not 
be the first defeat of the party in New York 
for which he is responsible. His policy has 
been to defeat every Republican candidate 
not nominated by himself, or who might be- 
come a rival of himself. It is probable that 
this time he will succeed in not only defeat- 
ing the party but of rendering his own defeat 
two years hence a certainty. He will then 
be in time to become the Democratic candi- 
date for President in 1880. The defeat of 
this Conxiixe platform will be permitted 
probably at this election in order to unite 
the party for the future in support of the 
President and the Republicans policies. 
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CLOSE OF THE ELECTORAL DISCUSSION, 
The whole country has reason to be grate- 


ful to the Hon. H. R. Paynes, the ex-member 
of Congress from Cleveland, for making a 


public statement which must definitely ter- 


minate the useless and tiresome discussion of 
President Harm title to his office. Mr. 
Pam is a Democrat and was a member of 
the famous tribunal which awarded the 
Presidency to Hares. His statement of the 
situation, and of the Democratic purpose in 
agreeing to the Commission, cannot be called 
in question by the Democratic party, and yet 
it is conclusive that whatever sharp practice 
there was in the development of the scheme 
was on the part of the Democrats, and that 
their hopes, based upon this sharp practice, 
were disappointed not by any action of the 
Republicans, but by the Democrats them- 
selves. There are two important points in 
Mr. Parwe’s recent speech in reference to 
this matter. 

1. Mr. Parnz admits that the legal situa- 
tion relative to the count was of a character 
that left the Democrats no hope of securing 
the Presidency for Mr. Tn except 
through compromise or arbitration. The 
twenty-second joint rule (which enabled 
either House to throw out the vote of any 
State by simple objection to its being 
counted) had been repealed. Senator Mor- 
ton’s bill, covering the uncertainties of the 
Electoral count, had been suspended by a 
motion to reconsider. Both these condi- 
tions had been brought on without reference 
to the dispute over the election, and before 
there was any reason to suspect that there 
would be a dispute. The strict letter of the 
Constitution left the counting of the vote to 
the President of the Senate, who would un- 
doubtedly by guided by the prima facie evi- 
dence of the returns; and Mr. Pax admits 
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would decide in favor of Tux, for it was 
this confidence that evidently constituted 
their preference for him. In saying this 
much, Mr. Parwe has virtually confessed 
that the Democrats went into the scheme 
simply because they believed they had put 
up a job” on the Republicans. Men who 
stand convicted of such unworthy motives 
have no right to complain, and no claim upon 
public forbearance, if their sharp practice 
be subsequently defeated by unforeseen cir- 
cumstances. In fact, this pretty plot of the 
Democrats was shattered by the Democrats 
themselves; for it was Judge Davis’ election 
to the United States Senate which prevented 
his serving on the Commission, and 
that election was secured by the 
Democrats of Illinois, with the assist- 
ance of a few Independent votes, in opposition 
to the regular Republican candidate. Mr. 
Payne does not see why this circumstance 
should have induced Judge Davis to decline 
serving on the Commission, though the lat- 
ter’s sense of propriety was more acute. 
But if Mr. Payne insists upon a partisan 
reason for his declination, it may possibly be 
found in the theory that Judge Davis felt 
he would be constrained by law to sustain 
the Harzs case, and hesitated to assume the 
responsibility immediately after he had been 
elected to the United States Senate by Dem- 
ocratic votes. 

At all events, Mr. Payne's statement of 
the case should put an end to the dispute 
over President Harzs’ title to his office 
which a few of the disappointed office- 
seekers are still inclined to keepalive. After 
this Demoeratic confession that the agree- 
ment to the Electoral Commission was given 
(1) because this was the only hope for Mr. 
Tonx, and (2) because the Democrats sup- 
posed they would be able under the terms 
to shape the decision of the Commission to 
suit themselves,—after such a confession, 
the less the Democrats talk about fraud, 
either in the law creating the Commission, 
or in the organization thereof, or in its final 
decision, the better it will be for them. 


AGRICULTURE IN THE SOUTH. . 

Several of the Southern papers afford grat- 
ifying indications that the people of that 
section are improving the return of peace 
and order by giving their attention very seri- 
ously to the agricultural prospects of their 
States; and the means of increasing pro- 
ductiveness, especially in cotton and sugar. 
The prominent papers are discussing these 
matters and subjects kindred to them, and 
devote considerable space to information as 
well as to the views of rural correspondents. 
The New Orleans Picayune, one of the 
most influential of all the Southern papers, 


is especially noticeable for its efforts in this 


direction. It devotes several columns each 
week, which used to be given up to wrang- 
Ming over State politics, to subjects of inter- 
est in connection with the farm and crops, 
the workshop, factory, home, school, and 
church,—unmistakable signs of the benefi- 
cént results already flowing from the Presi- 
dent's pacific and conciliatory policy. In ad- 
dition to this, like Taz Curcaco Trisune, the 
Picayune bas detailed a commissioner to visit 
the Gulf Coast country, and report upon its 
productiveness, its ad ptability to certain 
crops, and its agricultural prospects, as well 
as the condition of the farmers. It is already 
discovered, however, that there are many 
obstacles to the successful prosecution of 
agriculture, and one of these is so curious as 
weil as serious that it is worth more than a 
passing notice. It is substantially a farmers’ 
strike in Mississippi. The results of the 
War, as is well known, impoverished the 
cotton-grower, and subsequently State legis- 
lation has tended to keep him poor. A recent 
measure has been the enactment of a statute 
entitled An act for the encouragement of 
agriculture and for other purpuses.” This 
statute makes it directly possible, and in- 
directly compulsory, for the farmer to pledge 
his stock, homestead, and all crops to be 
grown by him for eighteen months, by deed 
of trust, as a basis of credit for his supplies. 
At the first glance the statute appears 
to be of great advantage to the farm- 
er, but it has proved to be a delusion 
and asnare. Under its operation the sup- 
ply-man, who is usually the local merchant, 
refuses to extend any credit at all until 
the trust-deed is signed. By signing the 
deed, the j farmer cuts himself off from 
credit from all other sources, inasmuch as 
the statute makes it a penal offense for the 
farmer to sell or otherwise dispose of any 
part of his crops or property, without the 
consent of the supply-man, until the deed is 
satisfied. The farmers are thus left abso- 
lutely in the clutches of the supply-men, and 
the latter have been improving their oppor- 
tunities by putting up prices to an extortion- 
ate figure. Some of the Shylocks, it is 
stated, have bought meat at $3 per barrel 
and bacon at from 8 to 11 cents per pound, 
and charged the farmers $9 for the meat 
and from 17 to 22 cents for the bacon. In 
addition to the selling price, they have piled 
on interest at all sorts of rates, from a mini- 
mum of 10 per cent to a maximum 
of 20 per cent. Besides this extor- 
tion, the farmer is required to pay 
the expense of making and _ record- 
ing the deed. The result of all this, 
in the majority of cases, has been that the 
farmer has not been able to realize sufficient 
from his crops to gay off the account, leav- 
ing a formidable deficiency to be carried for- 


amount the supply merchant's trustee closes 
up the account by taking the homestead. 
Against this extortion the farmers have risen 
in rebellion. In other words, they have 
struck against high prices and usury, and to 
gain their point they have organized them- 
selves into societies, and are co-operating 
with each other either to compel the supply- 
men to abate their extortion, or to fix the rate 
of 15 cents per pound for cotton so as to set- 
tle accounts. + 
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harmonize the differences between the farm- 
ers and supply-mien. The more important 
fact remains that the Southern people are 


emigration, and may alsojopen up opportuni- 
ties for the investment of Northern cap- 
ital. It adds to the gratifying character of 
the prospect that they are also paying atten- 
tion to the kindred topics of the workshop, 
the factory, the school, the home, and the 
church. These lay at the very foundation 
of happiness and prosperity. Nothing can 
so quickly restore the South as the promo- 
tion of agricultural and mechanical labor, 
education, social order, and religion, and 
nothing testifies more eloquently to the 
soundness and beneficence of Mr. Harzs’ 
policy than the fact that it has already 
brought about such an era of peace and order 
that the Southern people are induced at last 
to drop quarreling with the North and 
wrangling with the blacks, and to give their 
attention to these vital conditions of pros- 
perity. 
M’CLELLAN’S HUMILIATION. 

No political party in this country, unless it 
be the Democratic party, has reason to wish 
Gen. MoCuiztuan ill. The Republican party 
owes to him one of its most magnificent tri- 
umphs, and the gratitude of that party is 
still so active that it shrinks from seeing him 
degraded as he has been in New Jersey. That 
the General of the finest army the world has 
ever seen should descend to become a candi- 
date for Governor, and a Democratic candi- 
date at that, and above all a candidate in New 
Jersey, is a series of reverses in view of 
which humanity need not be ashamed to 
drop a sympathizing tear. It is time in- 
competency should no longer be punish- 
ed as a crime in this country, and Gen. Mo- 
Cuie.uan has been guilty of nothing but in- 
competency. He has always had an opinion 
of his own merits which the march of events 
and the suffrages of his fellow-citizens have 
refused to justify; but inordinate vanity is 
only a personal offense, not a public failing. 
Incompetency itself, which the people never 
forgive, is the will of Gop, to which man- 
kind should bow with a meek submission. 
The country long ago bowed in this manner 
to the incompetency of Gen. McCie.uan ; 
and, since he has been deprived of the posi- 
tions in which he could work vast injury to 
public interests, no humane man has ever 
desired that he should be punished for his 
constitutional defects. It is because we 
wish him so well that we do not desire 
to see him elected Governor of New 
Jersey on the Democratic ticket. The 
biographer who shall be called upon to record 
so pitiful an ending to a career that once 
promised to be great may well throw down 
his pen, and refuse to fulfill the duties of 
his office. 

„Charges have been brought against the 
integrity of Gen. MoCLxLLaN. His uniform 
and his integrity were all of his former 
glory he still could call his own, and his 
admirers will not rejoice to see him deprived 
ofa shred that remains to him. But the 
licentious and cruel press will not spare him. 
That reckless newspaper, the New York 
Times, asserts that he has “ figured in the 
role of a moth-exterminator ; that the ex- 
pensive process of Cowes & Co., which cost 
the Government $489,000, was approved by 
Gen. Marcy, father-in-law of Gen. McCuz1- 
LAN, and that the later was paid $4,375 cash 
for his influence.

The commission was subsequently in- 
creased to 10 per cent, as appears from an- 
other letter published by the Times, and 
the same paper prints numbers, dates, and 
amounts of four checks paid to Gen. Mc- 
Crettan by Cowies & Co., aggregating 
$4,375. 

As friends of Gen. MoCLzLLan, we are 
not pleased to confess that this record has a 
damaging, not to say a damaged, look. It is 
true that the moth-exterminating contract 
was a fraud of the worst kind; that the 
patent was pronounced worthless by several 
Army Boards before Gen. MeCLxLLAx's fath- 
er-in-law took hold of it; that two-thirds of 
the money realized from Government was 
clear profit; and that the swag was divided 
pretty liberally. Donn Puart, the Washing- 
ton agent of the Ring, has already told the 
story in his frank and ingenuous way. 
But Gen. MoCietian has, of course, 
some explanation ready.

The Government’s Attempt to Seeure $500, - 
000 from Him a Dead Failure—The Dis- 
trict Attorney to Drop the Prosecution. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Sept. 28.—A large crowd assem- 
bled in the United States Court- room this morn- 
ing to hear the decision of Judge Miller upon 
the demurrer to the plea of pardonin the case 
of the Government against Deacon William Mc- 
Kee, in which suit is brought for the recovery of 
over half a million dollars. The case has excited 
great interest, as it embodies a point of law 
never before raised, and will be a valuable prec- 
edent. It will set at rest the mooted question 
whether or not the exercise of the pardoning 
power of the President of«the United States 
in the case of a party tried, convicted, and sen- 
tenced under the United States laws, will act as 
a barto civil actions growing out of the same 
offense,—in other words, it will settle the ques- 
tion as to whether a defendant shall be held 
amenable to both the criminal and the civil law 
for the same offense. 

At half-past 10 o’clock the Court appeared, 
when the minutes of yesterday were read by the 
Clerk, after which Judge Miller stated that he 
would proceed to deliver the opinion on the 
demurrer in the McKee case: 20 

This is a civil action brought by the Government 
against Mr. McKeeto recover the hability which 
Sec. 3,206 of the statutes of the United States 
imposes, of double the amount of taxes of which 
the United States has been defrauded by the un- 
lawful removal of whisky from the distilleries of 
divers persons at different times within this dis- 
trict. Ihe petition charges that in all these re- 
movals the defendant, in the language of the 
statute, ‘*aided and abetted. To each and all 
of these charges the defendant makes two 
defenses—thai he been indicied in 
this court, convicted, and vunished for the 
same offense; that, for these offenses, he has been 
pardoned by the President, and he exhioits a copy 
of the pardon with hie plea. To this answer the 
plaintiff demurs. In determining thé sufficiency 
of both these defenses, it is necessary to ascertain 
clearly the nature of the offense charged in the 
first indictment for which the defendant has been 

unished, for it is the same offense and defined by 
w for which he is now prosecuted, and is also for 

the same transactions. Our laws forbid that he wr 
any one else shail be twice punished for the same 
crime or misdemeanor. In the former trial he was 
indicted for conspimng to defraud the Government 
of the United States out of the taxes due on 
whisky distilled by tne several parties mentioned, 
and, in pursuit of that conspiracy, other parties than 
defendant who were nis co-conspirators did unlaw- 
fully remove said whisky. It thus appears that the 
whisky was actually removed, and that, by this 
removal, the Government was defrauded of its 
taxes; that defendant was 
several persons who conspired to 
do the act, though it was not 
that he personally took art in 
the act of removal. Inthe present case, while he 
is pot charged with a conspiracy, by that name, he 
is charged with aiding and abetting this same re- 
moval, and, if convicted, will be panished for the 
same removal. We are of opinion that his joining 
the conspiracy, cf which the purpose was to re- 
move the whisky, was aiding and abetting the re- 
moval. which was effected by means of that con- 
spiracy. How can a man more effectuaily aid an 
unlawful act than by counseling and advising 
its execution and giving his influence to its 
support, and the dest energies of his 
mind to devise the 1 K surest means of its 
accomplishment: If thfee menagree to compass 
the death of another. and one of them puts their 
joint purpose into effect, do not the other two aid 
and abet the murder, and is not such an agreement 
also a conspiracy to murder the victim? We are, 
therefore, of opinion that, if the specific acts of 
removal on waich this wit is brought are the same 
which were provedin the indictment, the former 
judgment and conviction is a barto the pres- 
ent action; and we are also of opinion 
that the ailegations of the answer are suflicient 
averments that they are the same. If the counsel 
for the United States thinks they are not the same, 
he can take issue in that and have the i-sue tried. 
Little need be said avout the plea of pardon, de- 
cause, if the indictment and sentence of McKee 
were for the same o Tense, both in law and in fact, 
for which this action is brought, it is conceded 
that the paraon is also a bar tothe civil suit. II itis 
not conceded, we have no coubt thatitis so. As 
it stands in connection with the averments of the 
answer, we hold it to be a good plea. Whether it 
would be a good bar to an action for acts not in- 
cluded in that prosecution and of the same char- 
acter, we need not now decide, though I have per- 
sonally a strong impression that it would. The 
demurrer is overruled. 

Judge Dillon concurs. What the Govern- 

ment will now do has not yet been decided, but 

it seems to be the opinion of the United States 

District Attorney and his associate counsel that, 

under the decision of Judge Miller, further pro- 

ceedings will be useless. McKee and his friends 
regard it as a decisive triumph and a substan- 
tial bar to further proceedings.

LOANS, BONDS, REAL ESTATE, ETC. 

The investments of the Company in loans on 
mortgages on real estate amount to $11,546,- 
404.52, being nearly. two-thirds of its total assets. 
The examination of this item develops the most 
vigilant care sud faitbfulness in determining the 
validity of titles and the certainty of first liens 
on the property, as preliminary to the placing of 
loans. The margin of security appears in every 
instance to have been largely in excess of that 
required by the insurance laws of the different 
States, being in the aggregate nearly four times 
greater than the whole amount thus loaned. 

But in view of the prasent depreciated value 
of real estate, and the existing distrust in the 
solvency of life-insurance companies, the ex- 
amining Commission have caused a revaluation 
of all the real estate on which the Company has 
placed its loans. This revaluation has been 
made entirely independent of the Company or 
its managers, by competent and experienced ap- 
praisers appointed by the Commission in each of 
the seventecn States in which the loans are dis- 
tributed. Under this new appraisement the 
value of the property, except in very rare cases, 
is found to be double or more than double the 
amount of loans thereon, the gross being $34,254, - 
405, or very nearly three times the amount of 
such loans. 

Au examination of the Company's books dis- 
closes the fact that, as a rule, the interest on 
these loans has been paid wun great prompt- 
ness, and that in cases of default the mortgage 
has zoue to foreclosure. The accrued interest 
accounts in this and other departments have 
ben carefully computed, and the results appear 
in che statement of assets. 

The bonds owned by the Company have been 
examined and verified at market rates as of 
July 1, 1877. These amount im all to $810,420. 

The Com —— real estate is the building and 
land wuich it occupies in the City of Milwaukee. 
This has been valued by tue Commission, upon 
the best information accessible, at the sum of 
$250,000, the same value as fixed by the Com- 
pany, which is nearly $75,000 less than its 
original cost. 

An item of “special real estate vurchased 
under foreclosure has been valued by the Com- 
mission in the same manner, and by the same 
gh ey who appraised the real estate mortgaged 
othe Company. The valuation of this class of 
property amounts to $40,683. 

PREMIUM NOTES, OUTSTANDING AND DEFERRED 
PREMIUMS, ETC. 

It will be seen the premium notes now held 
by the Company, amounting to 63,5, 985.94. 
constitute about one-fifth of its entre assets. 
Prior to 1872, the Company accepted somewhat 
more than one-third of its premiums in that 
class of securities. These notes have been per- 
sonally examined and veritied, and have been 
found in every instance to appertain to policies 
actually in orte, and are therefore a secure and 
valid asset both as against the policies them- 
selves and their computed premium reserves. 

In this connection the Company's loans on 
policies in force have been invariablv found to 
cover only a limited portion of the reserve in 
each case, and are therefore equally secure. 

It is also found that all premium notes with 
accrued interest, if any, thereon, are deducted 
from policy claims when the latter become pay- 
able, such usage being of itself an additional 
guaranty of the rcpresented value of the notes, 
as also of the observance of good faith toward 
all the members of the Company. 

The outstanding and deterred mium ac- 
counts have been examined, item by item, and 
their correctness fuliy verified. It is proper to 
add that vo instance appears in which the re- 
serve on any policy is pot. largely in excess of 
the premium notes, deierred premiums, and ac- 
crued interest, when the latter occur; nor is it

As this reserve and 
other assets of the Company are invested at an 
annual average interest of about 8 per cent, the 
surplus interest beyond the $612,000 required 
on a 4 per cent reserve, this being the standard 
followed by the Company, Will probably 
gate for the present, year nearly or quite * 
600. On a & per cent reserve, the dard of 
Maryland, -onsin, New I 
Obio, and many other States, 
be measurably increased, sho a total as re- 
gards policy-holders of about $1,100,000 more 
than the exacting valuation here reported,—a 
fact which will probably receive due consider- 
atior by poliey-holders resident in those States. 

After making all proper allowances for de- 
preciation in values aud excluding every asset 
of questionable worth, the Company’s present 
surplus, as regards policy-holders, is $2,887,- 
285.02 over a4 per cent reserve; and on a 4 

per cent reserve such s us would be in- 
creased to about $3,987,285.62,—an amount 
which very conclusively exhibits its financial 
status and ability. 

Nearly half of the surplus is annually set 
apart to be distributed as return premiums or 
dividends to pulicy-holders. In consideration 
of the many possible contingencies liable to 
occur in any yea", such as unusual mortality. 
unexpected losses, reduction of income, etc., 
the division of surplus seems to have been as 
liberal as prudence and equity would warrant— 
the dividends actually pad on individual poli- 
cies appearing to be upusually large. 

The number of policies in force at the date 
named was 35,959, coyering an ate risk 
of $66,832,062. The premium reserve on these 
policies has been so carefully computed under 
our direction by experienced actuaries, not con- 
nected with the Company, that there can be no 
question as to its accuracy. 

As a matter of information, it may be proper 
to state here that, in July, 1875, this Compan 
assumed the risks of the Minnesota Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company, amounting to $1,400, - 
000 on some 1,200 lives. Every policy-holder 
included in this arrangement assented thereto, 
and every policy so assumed has been valued as 
of age and date of issue, and its original con- 
ditions and all rights accruing in connection 
therewith have been faithfully observed. 

INCOMES, EXPENDITURES, ETC. 

The gross income of the Company for the first 
six months of the current year was $1,729,379; 
the average annual amount for the last five 
years having deen $3,914,568. About five- 
eighths of the present Income accrues from 
premium receipts, and the balance from interest 
and rents. Asindicating the character of the 
Company’s investments and the large interests 
thereon, it may be mentioned that the interest 
receipts have been much more than sufficient 
to pay its death-losses and working expendi- 
ture ior several years past. 

A little more than one-tenth of the annual 
income is absorbed in the working expenditures 
of the Company. With the very moderate com- 
pensation paid to agents, and the absolute 
ownership by the Company of 41 per cent of its 
business on which commissions have been ex- 
tinguished, the cost of collection is reduced to 
a minimum ratio. The compensation of agents, 
lucluding traveling expenses, as well as com- 
missions aud salaries, amounts to about 8 per 
cent of the premium receipts, the commissions 
alone averaging but a fraction over 6% per cent. 
These percentages include old and new business. 
But the ra io of the entire working expenditure 
ot the Company totts gross income shows a 
higher figure, the increase accruing largely from 
the wide distribution of its loans, judiciously 
placed, as we think, in comparatively small 
amounts, for greater security and more profita- 
ble investment, the expenses of travel and ex- 
amination being thereby greatly enhanced. 

A~careful examination of the Company's 
books and accounts, covering a period of six or 
seven years, has shown that only reasonable 
salaries are paid to its officers and employes, 
and that no officer reeeives, directly or indirect- 
ly, any compensation whatever, contingent on 
the business done, or by way of commission on 
surplus, or in any Other manner tban by fixed 
salury established annually by the Board of 
Trustees.

The City of Chicago filed a oill yesterday in 
the Circuit Court against John McCaffery, A. O. 
Butier, and Emery B. Moore, as Trustees of 
Township 39, Range 18, to compel a division of 
the school-funds of the above Townsbip. Ace- 
cording to law, each township has a section in 
it set apart to be sold or rented, and the pro- 
ceeds applied to the use of schools in the town- 
ship, and distributed among the various school 
districts in the township in propor- 
tion to the number of children un- 
der 21 years of age contained in 
each. About 340 acres of School Sec. 16 
in Township 89 have been sold, the proceeds 
amounting to $86,548.10. The anuual interest 
amounts to about $7,000, and $100 more per 
year is derived from the unsold 300 acres. On 
the lst of October next the Trustees of this 
township will meet to divide among the school 
districts the income received during the past six 
months. 

In 1869 the City of Chicago enlarged its 
boundaries westwardly so as to take in about 
elevea sections of Township 39. It then estab- 
lished schools, which were supported by taxa- 
tion at a yearly expense now of $5,000. There 
are 3,708 children under 21 years of 

who live in that portion of. Town- 
sip 30 within the  city-limits, and 
2,102 children in the remaining portion of the 
township ‘The city thinks the school moneys 
of the township should be divided so as to give 
it the proportion it is entitled to according to 
the pumber of the children within its limits 
compared with the whole number, or 3706-5805 
of the school money. It has repeatediv 
requested the School Trustees to so subdivide 
the 22 put the latter have as often refus- 
ed. It, therefore, files a bill te compel such 
division and distribution, claiming that the 
Trustees are bound to give it a proper share of 
the school funds. 

This same question was raised a year ago be- 
fore Judge Gary, who decided against the city, 
on the ground that the law made no provision 
or specified no mode in which the moneys could 
be divided.

A man of unlimited *‘cheek” can 
come to this city and buy any quantity of goods, 
in any line, that he may want, without paying a 
single dollar in cash therefor. Should 
some scrupulous dealer ask for refer- 
ences, “cheek” can readily supply these, 
and very little is required to satisiy the man 
who is aching forthe opportunity to shove on 
to the market some of the goods that cumber 
his shelyes and his warchouse. The reckless 
and unquestioning manner in which credits are 
given is the legitimate parent of all the“ busi- 
ness troubles“ with which the country is afflict- 
ed; and chief among these troubles, and only 
secondary in its disastrous effects, is the prac- 
tice of compromising wita debtors which has 
become so universal. Of course there must be 
credit in business, but that credit should be 
controlled by conservatism aud intelligence. A 
man having a certain amount of capital leciti- 
mately invested in business is honestly entitled 
toan amount of credit corresponding to the 
sum of his capital. If he is willing to risk his 
own monevin his business, those of whom he 
urchases “tan safely share the risk with 
im within reasonable limits. 
when a man has no capital but 
“cheek,” the. jobbers and = manufac- 
turers who trust him are the only 
ones who assume any risk or have anything at 
stake. If they had any chance to share in the 
rospective profits, there might be some excuse 
for — but they do not. The profits, if there 
are any, go to the ‘“‘cheeky” buyer, while nis 
creditors assume the losses. There is now 
A PROSPECT FOR A BUSINESS REVIVAL 
in all sections of the country and in all lines of 
business. Already there has been a decided im- 
provement in trade noted in this as well as other 
large cities, and now is a good time to place 
business upon a good, solid, legitimate founda- 
tion by reorganizing the credit system of the 
country. It is better to do a small, safe busi- 
ness than a larger but a speculative one. Manu- 
facturers can better afford to mourn over un- 
sold goods upon their shelves, than to mourn 
after them in the bands of other persons 
who have neglected the tftwurmality of 
ge 8 for them. One legitimate dealer 
in a place who does business squarely and pays 
100 cents on the dollar is better than half a 
dozen speculative ones, doing business on 
credit, whose sole assets are those which have 
been turnished them by confiding creditors, and 
who have a habit of failing and paying a few 
cents on the doilar. Credit should be extended 
only after careful inquiry reveals the fact that 
he who seeks it is worthy of it, and hasa 
reasonable prospect of being able to meet his 
engagements. He who urges a customer to 
purchase beyond his needs or beyond what his 
pecuniary condition will warrant, infficts an in- 
jury upon the entire business community, but 
upon no one so muchas upon the debtor, who is 
thus inveigled mto troubled waters. Manu- 
facturers who thus push their goods upon irre- 
sponsible customers perpetrate a grievous in- 
jury upon their own creditors: by accumu- 
ating assets that are cither unavailable 
or utterly worthiess. Under the credit 
system business men become so _ interde- 
pendent that what affects one affects a large 
number. During the panic of 73, the failure of 
a single financial house ca down hundreds 
of others, and these in thek turn swamped 
their thousands. Credit th usurped the 
place of capital, and the indications are that 
Similar conditions are likely to attend the pres- 
ent business revival. Already the country is 
alive with drummers, the representatives of the 
maunfacturers, seeking orders for goods from 
whomsoever can be persuaded to give them.

His Disguise at the Time of His 
Capture. 


A Hitherto Unpublished Report on the 
Subject. 


A Complete Refutation of J. H. Reagan’s 
Attack on the Truth of History. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Derrort, Mich., Sept. 26.—Quite recently 
Gen. James H. Wilson, m the course of a news- 
paper contribution reviewing the closing scenes 
of the Rebellion, described anew the circum- 
stances of the capture of Jefferson Davis and his 
train, in the Georgia woods, in the early dawn 
of May 10, 1865, by a detachment of the Fourth 
Michigan Cavalry. in so doing, Gen. Wilson, 
who commanded the cavalry-division engaged 
in the pursuit of the fugitive party, repeated 
the general details of the attempt of the Rebel 
leader to 

ESCAPE IN FEMININE GARB, 
carefully confining his statements to facts 
which are set forth in the official reports of the 
immediate captors, from which he made abun- 
dant quotations. This article of Gen. Wilson's 
has called out a reply from John H. Reagan, of 
Texas, the Rebel Postmaster-General, who was 
one of the Davis party, and was captured with 
his chief. The reply is in the form of a letter 
addressed to Gov. James D. Porter, of Nash- 
ville, and requested by that gentleman for the 
purpose of publication. It is bitter in tone; 
declares that Gen. Wilson’s article is made up 
of statements which are utterly void of truth“; 
SPECIFICALLY DENIES 

that Mr. Davis attempted to escape in the dis- 
guise of a woman; and speaks of the forms 
which tbe story of the disguise has been made 
to assume by sensational and reckless writers, 
who seem to have been willing to originate and 
circulate any story which they thought would 
gratily hate and bring ridicule on the leader 
of a brave people.” The only admis-ion 
Mr. Reagan makes in the matter is this, wuich 
occurs in his description of what, happened in 
the Davis tent after the discovery of the fact 
that the Union cavalry had charged and cap- 
tured the camp: As be (Davis) turned to go 
out, I understood his wife threw a water-proof 
cloak around his shoulders; he stepped out, 
and was immediately put under arrest.”’ 

Mr. Reagan’s denials are not true. He speaks 
at second-hand, in his letter saying, “I was not 
immediately with him (Davis) when we were at- 
tacked.“ The men who made and saw the cap- 
ture are still living, and their testimony on this 
point is harmonious, and cannot be broken 
down. It is as certain as any fact in history can 
be, that Jefferson Davis was halted while at- 
tempting to escape from camp dressed in an 
outer garment of water-proof material (it may 
be called a dress or cloak, as the reader pleases, 
—it was a full-length traveling robes and a 
shawl, accompanied by two women, and seek- 
ing in tne early dawn to

itis quite probable that, in the excitement of 
the moment, he yielded to the suggestions of 
his wife’s timidity. Be that as it may, the fact 
is as I have stated, or human evidence is value- 
less. 

The detachment which captured the Davis 
camp was commanded by Lieut.-Col. B. D. 
Pritchard, now a resident of Allegan, in this 
State. I have heard several times from his lips 
the full details of the capture, as learned 
officially by him at the time from the men who 
stopped the disguised man. Moreover, his 
Otlicial report of the seizure and imprisenment 
of Daris, made to the Secretary of War on May 


25, 1865, 
CONTAINED THIS PASSAGE: 

On the afternoon of the 23d, I received orders 
from the War Department, through Gen. Miles, 
directing me to procure the diszuise worn by Davis 
at the time of his capture, and proceed to Washing- 
ton and report tothe Secretary of War. Accord- 
ingly, [went over tothe steamer Clyde, and re- 
ceived from Mrs. Davis a lady's water-proof cloak 
or robe, which Mrs. Davis sald was worn by Davis 
as a discuise at the time of his capture, and which 
was identified by the men who saw it on him at the 
time. On the igtlowing morning, the balance of 
the disguise was procured, which consisted of a 
shawl, and was identified and admitted to be the 
one by Mrs. Davis. These articles I brought to 
Washington, and turned them over to the Secretary 
of War. 

The detachment which charged the camp was 
commanded by Capt. Charles T. Hudson, now a 
clerk in the Custom-House at this port. He

for I saw the waist and skirt, and to me it cannot 
be otherwise described. I have no doubt it was the 
travehng-drees worn afterward, on the march back 
to Macon, by Mrs. Davis. Besides the dress, Davis 
had closely about his head and shoulders a black 
shawl or mantle, which concealed his face and 
shoulders, but through the top of this I could see 
his gray h lr in part. The two other persons were 
easily identified as women. Botb were bare-headed. 
One was in a loose night-dress, which showed much 
haste in her preparations. ‘Phis was Mrs. Davis. 
The other was completely attired. She was Mrs. 
Davis’ waiting-maid. Nothing was said or done 
by either party fora few moments; bat presently 
Mrs. Davis put her arms around the form of her 
husband, as if to protect him, while ene cried 
piteodsly. Then others of the family suddenly 
made their presence known by their cries. 

The scene was quite animated fora little time. 
lordered the whole party back to their tents, to 
which they moved slowly and reluctantly, —

until he was safely in cover of his tent, around 
which I posted a strong guard. Several — 2 
Jooking Rebel officers emerged from the other 
tents. One only called at me derisively; but, 
when I apvroached and ordered him to go to his 
tent, he obeyed promptly. 

The firing in front had now opened briskly, and I 
was about to move forwara to the front, when Mrs. 
Davin called me to her tent. I dismounted 
to receive her communications, She wanted to 
know what we were going to do with Mr. Davis. 
{ aseured her he would be encare of, and, if he 
behaved, made no attempt to escape, he would re- 
ceive no personal harm from us. She said he was 
a desperate wan, and, if disturbed, he would hurt 
somebody. She asked some further questions 
about the wagons and their contents, concerning 
which I could not enlighten her, for I was not in 
that department: and I left her just as Lieut. -Col. 
Perry J. Davis, Quartermaster of the regiment, 
came up. 

l soon met Col. Pritchard, and 

REPORTED THE CAPTURE OF DAVIS, 

and my precautions for his safety. I was first in- 
formed by Col. Pritchard of the nature of 
the force he had engaged in our front. 
The First Wisconsin Cavalry, under com- 
mand of Lieut.-Col. Harnden, had approached 
in our front, attacked the picket under Lieut. 
Purington, and charged our advance- guard, mis- 
taking us for the enemy. Our men labored under 
alike impression. They repulsed the onset, and 
charged upon the First Wisconsin, when the dis- 
covery was made that they were Federal soldiers. 

We now began to think of the return march. 
Our prisoners were now secure, and apparently 
resigned to their fate. They seemed cheerful), and 
were chatting pleasantly here and there with the 
selidiers. 

Jefferson Davis had, by permission, come ont of 
his tent, and was dressed in gray clothing com- 
plete: on his head a broad-brimmed gray felt hat, 
. S. A. style. He had said nothing worthy of 
note, but seemed considerably fallen. This was 

“THE LAST DITCH ”’ 
which was to be tne closing of his resistance; but 
his spirit was not dead yet, for his voice was soon 
heard above the din of the camp, calling out to 
Col. Pritchard, flinging out at him the well-known 
slang of the Confederate Fire-Eater: ** You are 
vandals, robbers,” Ste., etc., to attack a train 
of women and children.” But Col. Pritchard did 
not comfort the weary statesman much. He 
severely and shortly replied to him that he must 
address him respectfully if at all, and that it would 
be better for Mr. Davis to keep witbin the guard 
that surrounded him. Something to this effect. 
Mrs. Davis now joined her husband, and kept very 
nearto him after thie. And, when I came up to 
them to take the names of our distinguished pris- 
oners, Mr. Davis UWeclined to give his name; but 
Mrs. Davis spoke up rather proudly, 

“HIS NAME f JEFFERSON Davis.“ 

‘ol. Harnden, of the First Wisconsin Cavalry, 
joined us to see our prisoners; and he was intro- 
duced by Col. Pritchard to Jeff Davis. Harnden 
and Pritchard talked freely of the pursuit. Col. 
Ilarnden stated that his command had not marched 
all the preceding night, and he had no knowledge 
of the proximity of the Davis camp; and he said 
that his command, in all probability, would not have 
made the capture, for they were moving so care- 
lessly and unconsciously that the enemy would 
easily have taken the alarm and Jeff would easily 
have escaped. This was substantially what was 
said. by Col. Harnden in my presence and bear- 
ing. 

The camp was now broken up, and, after a brief 
rest and breakfast, the prisoners were mounted 
upon their own horses. re. Davis, family, and 
servants were placed in the ambulance,—Mr. Davis 
politely assisting the ladies in their preparations. 

OUR CASUALTIES 

in thie brief action were two men killed, one offi- 
cer and two men wounded. The men killed were 
Corporal John Hines, of Company E, and Private 
Charles Rupert, Company C. Capt. Boutell was 
severely wounded inthe hand. This was a severe 
loss. Tue men were noted for their gallant con- 
duct in this action, and indeed throughout the War: 
and their decease at this time was particularly 
painful, as their term of service was nearly ex- 
ired.

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[THE TEXAS CATTLE-FEVER. 


Outbreak of the Disease in Delaware 
County, N. Y. 


Marming Mortality in Ohie, Pennsylyania, Kansas, 
and Other States. 


New York World, Sept. 26. 

The first public notice of the appearance this 
year of a disease generally known as Texas or 
Spanish fever among the cattle herds of the 
North and West came from Franklin County, in 
this State, as mentioned in a dispatch printed in 
the World of Sept. 8. A few cows had died of 
the disease in that county, and the dairymen 
were alarmed. As no increase or spread of the 
fever in that quarter has been reported, it is 
presumed that a frost has checked its progress. 

Its presence in Stamford, Delaware County, 
N. Y., no later than yesterday shows that the 
germs of the disease have been scattered far 
and wide. The subjoined letter tells its own 


story: 
* Stamrorp, Delaware Co., Sept 24. — To the Edit- 
or of the World: A cattle disease is raging in 
this neighoorhood, causing great alarm among the 
farmers and dairymen. The disease ws supposed 
to be the same as that reported in the World of 
Sept. 8 and 11 from North Bangor, Franklin Coun- 
ty. All the cattle as yet affected have come in 
contact either with Texas cattle which were brought 
here last epring or of native cattle that had min- 

led with Texans. ‘Thas far twenty cows have 
died, and on all were found the tick, or'pest, so 
common to Texas cattle.

About ten days ago there were slight indica- 
tions ot the fever among some native cattle of- 
fered for sale in this market, but there were no 
deaths nor any marked cases. A careful inspec- 
tion of the receipts at the stock-yards here for 
the last three days failed to discover any trace 
of Texas fever; and large dealers who have di- 
rect commupication with all the distributing 
markets of the West are quite confident that 
no Texas fever prevails in any Western market- 
place. 

But the appearance of the disease among 
dairy cows in various and widely-separated sec- 
tions of the country has created widespread 
alarm, „ among cattle-men, who know 
something of its fatal character, but little or 
nothing ol its true origin or special character- 
istics. There can be no doubt that a sharp frost 
is the best disinfectant and surest protection 
agaiust the spread of the disease, and the late- 
ness of the season when the outbreak was first 
discovered in the North is a most fortunate cir- 
cumstavce. Its first appearance among the cat- 
tle sent to this market was early in August, 
1568, and there was no cases reported after 
Oct. 1 of the same year. It lasted long enough, 
however, to destroy hundreds of [fat native cat- 
tle, and to nearly ruin many Western larmers 
and cat tle-feeders. 

The introduction of the disease into Kansas 
this year is claimed to have been through the 
— of Messrs. McKibbon & Bare, large 
dealers in Texas cattle, who shipped a number 
of Texas cattle known as inion stock to 
Kansas City, with the intention of getting 
them sold in Eastern markets during the hizh 
tide of the strike. Failing to get them forward 
they grazed them for afew days about three 
miles from Leavenworth, where they were per- 
mitted to mingle with herds belonging to farm- 
ers and dairymen of the vicinity. Mr. Kreyhill 
and other dairymen lost a number of choice 
miloh cows, and the people were soon in a fever 
of excitement. The drove of Texans, however, 
did not die, but disappeared suddenly, and be- 
fore this time have probably been canned for a 
foreign market. 

The last public notice and mention of the 
disease in Kansas is a semi-advertising para- 
graph in the Leavenworth papers of Saturday 
last, calling attention to the preparations made 
by the city offal contractor for converting dead 
cows into soap-fat, aflirming that a boiler had 
been prepared at “‘considerable expense,” in 
which can be tanked “fifteen or twenty cows at 
once, leaving no smell or refuse.” 

In Pennsylvania, particularly in Lancaster 
County, the disease seems to be especially fatal. 
The Reading Eagie of Sept. 19 says that 
„nothing like it has ever before been experi- 
enced in Clay and the Cocalicos, and the whole 
disaster is attributed to the fact that a drove 
of Cherokee cattle was recently driven through 
the section now afflicted. There is such a:ircad 
of the disease that people now refuse to buy 
cattle, and as an “illustration of the 
virulence and extent of the disease, 
Mr. Keller, of Lincoln, has lost seventeen 
head in the last few dars, and Mr. Reddig, 
resid ng near Reamstown, has lost fourteen in 
the same time. The disease is also developing 
in Warwick Township, Mr. John Evans, drover, 
having lost several cattle out of a car-load re- 
cently purchased, with a prospect of losing 
more.“ 

In Ohio, near Cleveland, the ravages of the 
disease do not appear to have been especially 
alarming, but the Cleveland papers have made 
the most of it asa sensation and for double- 
leaded ‘‘earnest words of warning to farmers

The 
symptoms of the disease are diminution in the 
supply of milk, general weakness, and a fever. 
This might continue from ten days to four 
weeks before proving fatal. The treatment 

should be alcoholic stimulant or quinine, and, 
| if constipation exists, glauber-salts should be 

ased. All the Southern cattle show symptoms 
of a similar disease. He knew of no particular 
instance where the disease had been communi- 
cated to the human family. 

A cattle-dealer claimed that the disease had 
prevailed near Cleveland toa greater or less 
extent for fifteen years. His experience was 
— Texan cattle did not communicate it to the 
natives. 

Mr. Brown thought the disease under consid- 
eration was communicated by the presence of 
Texan cattle. He recommended restrictions to 
. Texan cattle from passing through the 

istrict if they in any manner came in contact 
with native cattle. 

Reports from different localities showed that 
about 100 cattle had died, anda larger number 
were sick with the disease. 

Most persons from outside the city who at- 
tended the meeting were positive that the Texan 
cattle were the cause of the cattle-plague. 

Without any definite action the meeting ad- 
journed for one week. the meantime a bard 
frost will end the fever.

AN OFFICIAL REPORT ON THIS VERY SUBJECT, 
which has never been published. it was pre- 
pared weeks before either the Wilson or the 
Reagan letter; but it meets and refutes the lat- 
ter completely. Isendit to you herewith en- 
tire, as follows: 

Dyrnotr. 1 8. 1875. —GENERAL: I have be- 
fore me your favor of the 2d inst. requestine me 
to write outa description of the dress in which 
Jefferson Davis was captured, and to state. if 1 
can, What was said by him, or any of his party, at 
the time or soon after; and also to give a brief 
description of hiscamp, and other matters that 
would be of interest at some future time.” I recol- 
lect very distinotly the capture of Jefferson Davis 
by the Fourth Michigan Cavalry. I was personally 
present when Davis ret escape from his 
camp in female attire, when, with the assistance 
of three of our men, at that juncture I arrested and 
put him under arrest. 

This event occurred immediately upon our charge 
into the camp. on the morning of May 10, 1865. 
The command, consisting of 128 men and seven 
officers, had made a gallant charge, ied by Col. 
Benjamin D. Pritchard, with an advance guard 
under Capt. Charles T. Hudson, taking the camp 
entirely by surprise. We charged in along the 
road ~ gy: northeasterly from the Village of 
Irwinville, Irwin County, Ga. The camp lay 
about one mile and a half from the village, and was 
ascertained from information communicated to us 
by a colored man whom we had taken ont of bond- 
age at Irwinville, while his mistress was out. 

Aftera brief halt near the camp, to await the 
dawn, and during whieh Lieut. Purmegton was de- 
tailed and sent with a detachment of ten men to 
picket the enemy's camp beyond, so as to prevent 
any escape in that direction, about dawn 

WE CHARGED IN. 

The camp was charmingly situated. being shel- 
tered and surrounded by the forest, which seemed 
to have more variety and beanty than elsewhere on 
our march inthe pursuit, There was a stream of 
water running conveniently near. affording health- 
ful refreshment to the weary fugitives who rested 
along its margin. The weather was fresh and de- 
lightful, making the repose of the encampment 
seem doubly sweet and refreshing, while it ‘held 
closely in charming embrace the depressed spirits 
of the Rebellion. 

To the right of our charging columas were 
standing three wall-tents, in line parallel with the 
road, and facing in the opposite direction, while 
the narrow space between the rear of the tents 
and the road was occupied by several horses 
Without equipments. Still beyond, and in 
advance of this line of tents, was a small tent 
pitched against a large tree. In this cluster of

and no possiifle opportunity presented itself for 
His escape. Once Col. Lubbock requested that Mr. 
Davis be permitted to occupy a house during a 
night, just outside our campp but Col. Pritchard 
saw, from the manner in which this was put for- 
ward, that it was to afford an opportunity to Mr. 
Davis to get away; and he sent me to Mr. Davis 
personally to inform him that such requests must 
not be repeated. 

We were met at Abbeville by Gen. Minty and 
staff, received their congratulations, and were in- 
formed of the aseassination of President Lincoin, 
and tne proclamation of Andrew Johnson offering 
the reward for the capture of Davis and others. 

At Macon, a detachment took the prisoners—Jeff- 
erson Davis and family, John H. Reagan and 
others, — by the way of Augusta and Savannah, to 
Fortress Monroe. 

In closing this account. I must mention the 
names of three other entisted men of the regiment 
who were puton guard over Davis just after his 
capture at his camp, and who saw him in his dis- 
) guise: Private George Bullard, Company E; pri- 
vate James Fullerton, Company A; and private 
Robert L. Reynolds, Company A. I must mention 
also vrivate Andrew Bee, who first called my at- 
tention to Davis. Private Bee was an Orderly 
connected with our regimental] staff, and his con- 
duct in the action was commendable.

It now looks as though we 
should have little reason to complain of the 
volume of business which will be transacted for 
the vear to come, but onthe manner in which 
that volume is made up will depend the welfare 
of the business community. Every man engaged 
in business in any way owes it to himself and to 
his associates to bring all his affairs as nearty to 
a cash basis as is possible, and to exercise the 
greatest degree of caution in giving such credit 
as it may be necessary for him to give. In the 
Government service it is the custom to 
exact from the incumbnts of important 
and responsible offices very large 
bonds for the faithful performance 
of their duties and the honest accounting for 
all Government funds. These officers’ bonds- 
men are in the habit of requiring that all 
subordinates shall execute to their chief similar 
bonds for his security and that of his bonds- 
men. This principle might be carried into trade 
with good results. Let the manufacturer who 
gives credit to the jobber insist that he shall 
give credit only to responsible and approved 
dealers. They have the right to do so, and 
should insist upon it that the goods upon which 
they still have a claim shall not be trusted out 
to irresponsible or reckless buyers. There is a 
wide field for reform in both the credit and 
compromise systems of doing business, and the 
interests of the country require that they 
should be entered upon vigorously aud without 
delay.
